In six years or so you could relax and leave the driving to the computer 


O all the problems that baset the etties, the traffic mess re- 
mama the most insoluble Americana will not pve up their private 
cars and resort to public transportution Result snarled atreets, 
wasted space err pollution, 

‘The sltustlon 16 not hopeless, however. 

Some professors at the Mussechusetts Institute of Technology 
have a workable plan, the detaile af which eppear here on the next 
four pages The professors would gu hack to the days of the El 
‘and 1astall © network of raised roadwoya aloog which private care 
would travel electrically Whatever additional тізе, dirt and dark- 
кога tine nuzht edd to downtown city streets would, they clam, be 
more than offset by the absence of carbon monoxide fumes, honking 
borns end the frustration af traffic Јаше Ther aystem would put 
megt traffic сера ont of work It would also gut drivers 10ta or out 
of town fast without any otops or foul-sps.

Western music uot] the sixteenth century was modal, that 16 ıt

‘After the sixteenth century. music began te be composed oreund 
tha fixed toan] antervals of haybsard instruments, Wath the tem- 
pered seale, o division af the octave Into twelve eque] tones and 
twenty-four holf-tones, twelve mejer and twelve ливот, composers 
could move frem one key to another to achieve effects of greater 
tension ond more comptex harmony. There was о prevetent tone 
around which the mosie was organized nnd loyalty to а tonal center 
(defined as o sound with pitch, duration, Inteaslty, and timbre) 
Metody ood hermeny (the pleasant relsbonshlp of tonus simultanc- 
ously sounded) remained the principel compooents vf composition. 

In tha nineteenth century, mineal experumentation remained 
within the boursla ef the tonal aystem end concentrated on chro- 
matic modulations, such as the uze of oltered chords Khe the distn- 
ashed seventh to ottan anexpected sounds, Chromaticism whleb 
had been on embelhshment, hke the use of tills m Handel, became 
the core of anme composition. 

Most mineteenth-century composers continued to think totally 
hut same began to feel that tonal reletionshlps were Inhibiting, and 
that o change ax bate as thet from mala) to tonal musie had to be 
found to push forward the possibilities of musical expression Even 
some {ата composers like Wagner iost the tonal thread and used 
extreme dissononce for drematic effect This was already 0 way of 
qitcatlonms the vahdity of the tonal system, bazed аз it was on 
egretoble, pleusant-anunding correct rdetoeshlps between the 
keys 

The leaders of the second musical revolution whe slmply aysteran- 
tized whet composers as different ae Wagner and Debuesy had at 
ready been domg rastlnctively, were three compoeere now known 
as the Viennese Trimty The first wan Arnold Schoenberg who 
decreed that the twelve tones of the tempered seule would no longer 
le arranged эл o hierarchical manner witk one tone domnoting the 
others, hut would become twelve free imdiriduelx эп о democratic 
octave In rempoemg musie he said, each octave would consist of 
© senis, or tone row—all of the twelve tones would heve to be unod 
hut none could be repeated, This ıa the urumm of the twelve-tone, 
dodeenphomc nr etonal system, thue named beeeuse no tone within 
the rew has any greoter importance than the others 

Schoenberg saw his music аз s necessary development growing 
out of the hankruptey of tonal mune with ats extwern chromatic 
meetias But no musical school was ever an hounded ond masander- 
steed. Critics «md the human ear conid find no erder in otonol 
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musie, sinon there was no recurring reference to a dominant key 
Jt was disqoteting, vaguely alarming, o musie for a se бегей, bel- 
Iigerent civilleation, assaulting the ear like ө musical rendition of 
an aerial benthardiment. 

Composers Шке Poul Hindemith, defendleg tonality, said it was 
з essential to musie ax grevitotional ottraetion to the earth, Atonal 
music, he wrote, "cannot satisfy our desire for zenvitotional orten- 
ietno  apatial dizzmess 1а the result the ianocert on- 
Tooker feele hus inside turned isto a pretzel-shoped distortion." He 
esuld nat have foresees the space rendezvous of the astronants, 
whe pass beynnd grevitetion and back witbeut snffering апу ap- 
parent harm 

Schconbers was fortunote in boving two enormously gifted stu- 
dente. Alhen Berg and Anton Webern whe adopted aed extended 
Jus methods, Berg 1з perhaps best-known for writing the first 
otona) apers: Wozzeck To those who sald the twelvetove system 
was rigid and repetitious, Berg rephed thot be could conceal o tone 
row so cleverly that only o pedoet could find 1t. 

Webern who wrote short, berd, brilhont picces thet earned him 
the nichname of "diameod polisher.‘ also 12troduced the dea that 
silence wax negative musle.

The Vienneze school. although blessed with three simoltancous

returneil m 1942 from captivity ın а Silesian priteoer-of war et 
Boulez was outraged that o mon of Measıaso's musical stoture did 
not hove o full professorship n composition He drafted а petition 
to that effect, signed by himself and other foeward-izoling students, 
which was aunt to the powers thet be and quietly leid to reet. Boulez 
left the Conservatoire in disgust, efter winmog o first prize 10 kar- 
meny, proctaming that it was @ vead and that ite teachers ware 
"notlange." 

He lived io an unheated aixth-floor maid's room, alene end panni- 
Yos, impressing these who heard his pasmanate denuncistions of 
academie muse as а sort of musical Robespierre, disdainful 1ucor- 
raptrhle end oothoritariae. 

‘Ae Boulez find the Conservatoire, Jean-Louis Barrault was leav- 
ing the Comédie Francaise to foued his own theatrical compeny at 
the Théâtre Marigny На was looking fer emmeone te arrange ond 
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conduct scenic mume, and met Eouloz through Arthur Honeyger's 
wife, who had been one of bis teachers Barrault hired him on the 
spot, despite hæ extreme youth and dogmatic opns. Heules 
stayed ten ycore with the Earvsult company, which зв o tributa beth 
to the actor's patience ond the composer's serea of loyalty 1t was 
Boulez! Joh to orchestrate and eenduet mume he could not obide, 
from Tehotkovsky to Heari Souguet. He has retamel from the 
experience o lasting contempt for seeme mume which he calls

put up with his fits of temper and periods of sulkmess, 

Nonetheless. the relationship was cemected hy mutoal affection 
and respect, so that їп later years, remembermg hım, Barrault 
wrote "Pierre Boulez was tweety-two when he came to us, charm- 
Ing hut brsstling like o young cat. He tried to hide the suvage side

uring the time he was with Rerreult, Eeulez began laying

mainstream of creative musica) effort between the ware was repre 
sented by the group of composers known as the Six who wrote 
cheerfully modish but completely maubstantiak warke, They apiesd 
up exghteonth-century folk tunes with wrong nates and meongruous 
harmonies and presented this as new music. They were completely 
dwarfed by compaseco liks Strovinsky and Schoenberg, and fell 
under the speli of Jean Coeteau wha dictated thet there wae some- 
thing weeng with muale thet bad to be listened to with one's head 
between one's hoods, "lost le evene or arme sort of emetloarl feg " 

To react often menma te antagonize, and the French musia world 
pond Boulez back m hmd For fifteen years hus musie was bsened 
from the gavernnient-controiled French rado Every new Boulez 
‘work stirred controversy At the 1962 Paris premiere of o severe 
Jagged composition for two penos called Strustucer, o Indy crttie

Critica! response, with eve or two careptions, progeested over the 
years {соти hostility to baffiement.

There were also French effarts te discredit Boulet ebrond fn 
1956 the Twentymmth Festival of the International Society of 
Contemporary Murie was held In Baden-Baden, aed oo xeternatzonal 
Jury of musie natobles gathered to draw up the program. One of the 
works рсорозей was Boulez’ Le Marteau Sans Matte, a eyele of nine 
pieces for six matrumeots and an alte vince, also based on René 
Ghar poeme which is more euktiy melodie that bis previous work. 
The French section of the jury vetoed Le Martrau Hemrleh Stroke, 
director of the Südwastfunk, the West German regoool radi sto 
too which was sposccring the festival, threatened to withdraw hia 
support which would m effect have shut down the festival, unless 
Вошел work was performed The Franek section changed 1ts mind. 

Although boycotted by the musical exteblshment, Beulez found 
privote sapport for the performance nf twelve-tone masle. In 1964, 


Barroult let him use a tiny, run-down theatre with benchas mateed 
of seats to lounch э new concert amics called the 'Domame Must- 
colo" Harrault toid the audience ot the inaugural concert that be 
deplored hie own lock of musical educetlon but that "since hsten- 
ing to the mume Boulez composes and performs, well there 13 az- 
other sert of mume f can no lenger stand 

The suecess of the Domeme concerts wan а scilogeal as well as 
mosieal phenemenen Thanks largely to the persistence of o wealthy 
potroness of the arts named Suzanan Téreons xt became the "m" 
thing to go ond sit on hard wooden benches (using ones mink as а 
cushion) veat to scruffy studeots Jo blue 1cens and listed to music 
one did not always uederstend 

Boulez created o new concert publie that was part "Tout-Pana* 
and part mteliigentala, with a core af musically knowledgeable

"Baulez felt betrayed and sent Malraux » letter 10 which he said 
that "by oppomtiez an amoteur wha will be governed by perscnol 
preference | you ore sending music and mumezena beck tu the 
ghetto" In en open kttar to the French press he ndded ' Mame 
ла too amportent to be placed ın senile and mcompetont hands—t 
am teng on strike against all the official organizerarin France”

Jury Foreman Guilty! 


One day in the Spring of 1967 several members of the House Armed 
Services Commuttee questioned Assistant Attoracy General Fred M 
Vinsmm They wantet to know, and rather imsolently why the 
Justice Department hade't prosecuted those neging defiance of the 
reft law 

Section 12 of this law makos It illegal to counsel, oid or abet re- 
aretance to Lor evwuon of) the draft, The punishment thesghtfully 
provided by Congress тө up te five yeare їп prisoo ond e $10.000 fine. 
Representotive L Mendel Rivers (D, S€ 1, the sxty-nne-yeor old 
committee ehzarmon, osked if Scetion 12 wasn't applicuble to Stokely 
Carmichael Othera were concerned oheut the Hell no, we won't 
ge" crowd In general 

But counseling is a form of speech Vinaun, clinging to what hax 
been theught of az the natlonal tradition sand laws curbing speech. 
had to be weighed ogolnst free-speech rights guaranteed m the 
First Amendmant to the Constitution Unless the speech constituted 
a clear and present danger te the country ıt was protected The 
Justme Deportment felt there had been ne law violations, hence no 
prosecutions 

Representative F Edward Hébert of Loušsione hatened to Vinson 
for a while ond then said, 'Let's forget the First Amendment I 
know thot wall be the refuge of the Supreme Court.

The conspiracy envimoned by the Government was of truly grand 
Proportions. It inchided sponsorship of а nationwide program to 
тез1гї the draft. disrupt induction ceotere and pubhely counsel droft 
reslstonce The case premised to become n landmark—hoth for the 
future of the eoti-war movement and in terms of the limite of dis-
